together, but just before the outrage
she turned bock, having forgotten her
card of admission to the court. While
she was gone M. Labori met Col. Pic-qua- rt

and M. Gast. Immediately after-
wards a man shot him. His wife ar-
rived while M. Labori was lying on
tho ground and Col. Plcquart and M.
Gast was pursuing tho murderer. M.

Labori said to his wife: "Go to court
and ask to suspend the sitting." Mad
aine Labori ran into tho court and gava
the alarm.

There were several roports Monday
afternoon that tho assailant of M. La-

bori had been captured but they prov-
ed to be unfounded. Detachments of
troops and gendarmes arc beating the
woods and scouring tho country. They
havo been engaged in this work all
day long without success. A great
number of people saw tho murderer
fleeing but he was either too far dis-

tant from them or elso he succeeded in
cowing them by threats to use his re-

volver.
A gardener named Delhaye got near

enough to tho man to clutch him by
the shoulder but the fugitive shook
himself free, nnd, turning to his pur-
suer, exclaimed: "Begone, or I will
kill you. I still have five shots left in
my revolver and they will be for you."

Delhaye, being quite unarmed, re-

public clock In the world. The great
Rouen clock hns held Its place in that
Mty for 510 years nnd is the pride of Its
citizens. Placed in 1380, It hns been
running without Interruption from
that dny to this, requiring nothing ex-

cept cleaning nnd a few trifling repairs
of Its accessory parts. The great clock
had so accustomed the citizens to look
upon its exactitude as a matter of
course that when, in 1572, the breaking
of a wire prevented Its sounding five
o'clock one morning, the population"wnB In a state of consternation.

The magistrates summoned the cus-
todian Guillnume Tetit and rcmoV-strate- d

gravely with him. Until 171?
the grent clock hnd no pendulum. For
S23 years Ithnd no other regulator than
a "follot," nn nppnrattis unknown 'to
the mnjorlty of modern clockmnkera.
The pendulum In clockwork wns intro-
duced in 1G5D, but so well satisfied were
the people of Rouen with the time-
keeping qualities of their famous old
clock that 53 years were allowed to pass
before n pendulum wns substituted for
the "follot."
